Students of New Bedford High are particularly privileged because of the many health-related courses offered. 


Among those opportunities are the medical classes that offer direct hands-on training and tests to prepare students for 
the work force when they graduate, if they decide to continue on in that field of study. 

One of the classes is the EMT class taught by Mr. Florio. “What I find the most interesting about EMT class are Mr. 
Florio's stories and the class itself,” stated Fabiana Tavares. The class prepares you for real life scenarios with hands-on 





training and book work. Students learn how to perform CPR, the Heimlich maneuver, and how to operate an AED 
-machine. Students get certified to perform such procedures in real life. Also, students practice strapping in “patients” to 
longboards as well as ona blood pressure and pulses on fellow peers. “I've learned so much, especially how to care for 
different medical emergencies,” Brittany Fernandes stated. Another privilege of the course is that if any students wish to 
become an EMT Basic, there is a test offered to do so. 

One more amazing class is Occupational Nursing where students learn about patient care. Once completed with 
the course, students are eligible to take the state test. “It's a lot of work, but it's do-able,” stated Mrs. Benoit, the 
Occupational Nursing teacher. These great classes set students up to enter the work force or to further their education 


as soon as they graduate from New Bedford High School.
